Claim Objections 

Claims 6,8,9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claims. Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: (a) "the said" is 
improper and should be changed to said. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informality: (a) the word "grader" 
does not make sense and perhaps should be replaced with the word greater. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1-5 and 7 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. The phrase "under normal demands of 
force" in line 8 is vague and ambiguous. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete 
with indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure, which goes to 
make up the device, must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be 
organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. 
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The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Each claim begins with a capital letter 
and ends with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for 
abbreviations. See Fressola v. Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 1211 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a 
claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim 
should be separated by a line indentation, 37 CFR 1.75(i). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hirose (U.S. 5449342) discloses a flap valve on side of tubular 
body (detailed description, para. 54); Dlouhy (U.S. 5199455) discloses a flap valve 
along exterior curve (detailed description, para. 9; 50, fig. 5); Gerberding (U.S. 
6475187) discloses a side hole with a valve-like cover flap (background, para.16; 
detailed description, para. 10); Shaley (U.S. 2005/0177105) discloses a fenestration on 
side wall of a tube (summary of invention, para.22, 32; 220, fig.4).
